Tho Committee on Priviloges and 
Dloctions ts still busy trying ‘to: malo 
an Blection Act which will compel us 
all to bo honest at the noxt.and subse- 
quont oloctions.

The “Committee has’ tentatively 
agreed to permit the hiring of cars 
for use on election day, On this 
point the concensus of opinion ap- 
peared to be that cars are hired now 
in spite of the law and that in view 
of that fact we should capitulate to 
circumstances and legalize the thing. 
It is very likely that the U.I.A. group 
will ‘fight this suggestion when the 
bill comes before the House. 

The Committee has also refused to 
consider the introduction of 'Propor- 
tional Representation in grouped con- 
stituencies and the single transfer- 
able vote in Single Member constit- 
uencies. As this system of voting has 
been endorsed by the United Farmers 
and Labor and as it is working satis- 
factorily in Provincial elections in 
Manitoba and Alberta, the groups 
mentioned will contend for its adop- 
tion. There is, however, little hope 
of Parliament accepting proportional 
representation at the present time. 

The section of the Election Act 
which provided against organizations 
such as the U.F.A. and Labor from 
contributing to election funds excep’% 
when incorporated for that purpose is 
to be stricken out. As this was put 
into the Act with a view to putting a. 
barrier before any organization other 
than the historic parties, we are glad 
to see it go by the board. 

There has been a suggestion in the 
Committee that scrutineers at polls 
should be paid by the Government for 
their services. At the present time a 
political organization may pay a 
scrutineer, but if that is done the 
scrutineer is thereby deprived of his 
right to vote in that election. This

OPENING CANNED FOOD

jar. Few women realize just why they 
find so many lids bent and marred 
‘and why there are so many little 
nicks in the top of the glass jar when 
canning time comes. 

If we just realfze, when hurriedly 
a. | OPening a jar that there are certain 
precautions to be observed, it will 
save us much trouble from spoilage. 

; Since the jar rubbers should never 
be used the second time it is easiest 
to break the seal ‘by pulling the rub- 
ber from between the lid and shouder 
of the jar. Inverting the jar in warm 
water up to the shoulder softens the 
jar ring and releases it more easily. 

If a knife is used it should be placed 
between the rubber and glass should- 
er. This prevents injuring the zinc lid 
in any way.—M.N,
